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COUNTY CITRUS 
LOSS EXCEEDS 
$27 MILLION | 


VISALIA — Tulare county 
citrus growers suffered a loss of 
$27,518,000 in the early 
December, 1972, freeze, 
according to figures released 
yesterday by Clyde Churchill, 
assistant agricultural 
commissioner. 

After taking into account the 
volume of Navel oranges 
marketed prior to the freeze, 
estimating the amount of fruit 
that: can still bé shipped, 
considering value of 
frost-damaged fruit for 
by-products, and estimating the 
1972-73:tree crop, loss to. Navel 
orange growers was set at 
$20,051,000. ed 

Loss to producers of Valencia 
oranges was estimated at 
$3,193,000; loss to lemon 
growers, $4,274,000. 

Actually, the loss figure may 
rise since some damage not 
considered in the report 
occurred during low-temperature 
nights around January 1. 

Churchill says his report was 
calculated from three different 
approaches: 1. Statistical field 
sampling by both agricultural 
commissioner and state 
department of agriculture 
personnel; 2. Joint sampling 
with citrus industry 
representatives to determine 
projected packable fruit after 
the freeze; and 3. Comparison of ' 
December 1972 temperatures 
and durations with December 
1967 temperatures and 
durations, and calculations of 
the 1967 crop utilization 
history. 

It is likely that Tulare county 
supervisors will ask California 
Governor Ronald Reagan to 
declare the county a disaster 
area to make citrus producers 
eligible for low-interest loans.

GRAIN, HOGS, 
CATTLE AND EGG 
PRICES INCREASE 


SACRAMENTO — California 
growers received substantially 
higher prices in mid-December 
for their small grains. The 
greatest increase was sorghum 
grain - 17 percent above the 
mid-November level; the smallest 
increase was oats which 
increased 8 percent. 

Hogs and cattle rose 6 and 4 
percent respectively above the 
previous month’s level.

NO PESTICIDE 


RESIDUE IS FOUND 


SACRAMENTO - A 
pesticide residue survey of fresh 
produce offered for sale in 55 
retail food stores throughout 
Northern California was 
conducted during October and 
November by the California 
Department of Agriculture, and 
none of the 158 samples had 
pesticide residue in excess of 
legal tolerances, Department 
spokesmen say. 

The survey consisted of 
sampling and _ testing fresh 
produce from fruit and vegetable 
counters of retail stores in 35 
towns in 20 counties from 
Stanislaus County north to the 
Oregon line. 

Only four of the samples 
tested showed any trace of 
pesticide residue and those were 
well below the legal tolerance, 
according to John Hillis, Chief 
of the Department’s Agricultural 
Chemicals and Feed Unit. 

All samples were tested for 
residues in the Department’s 
chemical laboratories. The survey 
covered a wide variety of fresh 
fruits and vegetables including: 


apples, grapes, peaches, plums 
and pears, lettuce, cabbage, 
beets, broccoli, string beans, 


parsley, Swiss chard, peppers 
and cauliflower. 

This survey was in.addition to 
the Department’s. routine 
schedule of inspecting, sampling, 
and testing produce in packing 
sheds and at wholesale produce 
markets.

finding that diversified crops 
raised on irrigated Western land 
can be produced on rain-fed land 
in other areas, and he argued 
that the stability of crops and 
income from irrigated Western 
agriculture is greater than in 
areas dependent upon natural 
rainfall. He said that perhaps 
commission conclusions should 
be directed to - agricultural 
policies of the nation rather than 
its water policies. 

Sorensen stated that the 40% 
population increase now forecast 
for the U.S. by the year 2000 
will not be spread evenly but is 
likely to be much greater in the 
central valleys of California, 
with accompanying need for 
more supplemental water 
through project development. 

If the commission findings 
are carried out and are wrong, 
corrective measures would be 
many years away since a lag of 
20 to 30 years exists between 
project planning and 
completion. 

He argued that ‘the report 
appears to favor metropolitan 
areas at the expense of 
agriculture and warned of 
possible future food shortages if 
production potential is reduced 
by cutting off water supplies for 
agriculture. 

Sorensen said many of the 
Commission’s conclusions do 
have value, but he requested 
revisions - particularly in the 
recommendations for greater 
reliance upon non-irrigated 
agriculture at the expense of the 
developed, irrigated lands of the 
West.
